Ten-year-old J<*lin Dellea, 
the mentally re­ 
tarded boy missing from the Woods Schools sum­ 
mer camp in Middletown Township since Tuesday, 
was found dead today. 


His body was discovered at the bottom of a 
disposal pit on the school grounds at 8:55 a.m. 


Middletown Police Chief Howard Shook said 
he apparently fell into the pit. 


The discovery of the boy’s body cam e after 
three days of searching the 550-acre wooded grounds 
of the school by volunteer firem en, Boy Scouts, 200 
soldiers from Ft. Dix, N.J. and helicopters and 
bloodhounds. 
An autopsy performed at Lower Bucks County 
Hospital disclosed death was caused by drowning. 


W ater at the point where the boy’s body was 
found was 12 feet deep. Police said there were no 
m arks of violence. 


The body was discovered by Augustine Iannuzzi, 
a plum ber’s helper at the school, who lives at 1600 
Strong St., Bristol. 


On Wednesday, firemen and Boy Scouts search­ 
ed in and around the area without success. Yes­ 
terday, Chief Shook requested help from Ft. Dix, 
and 200 soldiers, comprising four platoons under 
Army Capt. Donald R. Mason, combed the thickly 
wooded area between the Superhighway and Route 
I and waded through cornfields with stalks as high 
as IO feet. 


The soldiers ended their search at 8 o’clock 
last night and returned to Ft. Dix. 


They returned to the school grounds at 6 a.m . 
today 
and 
continued their 
system atic 
search, 
mapped out by Middletown police and Army o f f i c e ! s 
on the school grounds. 


Throughout the search, the boy’s parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. John Dellea of Randolph, Mass. waited 
anxiously at the school grounds. 


The Delleas have four other children ranging in 
age from 15 months to eight years, and are expect­ 
ing another. 


They were stunned this morning when Chief 
Shook informed them their son had been found dead. 
At no tim e was the FBI in on the case since 
there was no evidence or indication that the boy had 
been lured off the grounds or kidnaped. 


But the complexity of the wooded area made 
the search difficult. Today it was narrowed down 
along a shallow stream leading to the disposal pit. 


Although the pit is enclosed with a high wire 
fence, there is a sm all opening along the stream 
into which the missing boy could have crawled. 


Chief Shook said it is possible the boy may 
have suffered a seizure, not uncommon to him, and 
then fallen into the pit.

“I think (Pennsylvania Gov.)

The UAW national councils of 
each of the big three flatly re­ 
jected the most recent contract 
offers of General Motors, Ford 
and Chrysler in a one - day 
meeting here.

scheduled to enter the bargain­ 
ing sessions for the first time 
Monday. 
Reuther told reporters Thurs­ 
day “there will be a strike in 
the auto industry in 1964” un­ 
less the big three boost their 
economic offers. He said the 
union would put its entire $65 
million strike fund on the line. 


Reuther said the international 
executive board will meet nett 
Wednesday in Detroit to select 
the target.

firms, 
trains its bargaining big guns 
on that firm and exacts a con­ 
tract settlement. The contract 
then is taken to the other com­ 
panies and they are forced to 
follow the pattern.

Judge Backs 


Ga. Right 


To Protest

A federal judge Thursday en­ 
joined the city of Albany, Ga., 
from 
denying 
Negroes 
“ the 
right to protest racial segrega­ 
tion.” 
Albany, once a prime target 
for integration by Dr. Martin 
Luther King, has been a focal 
point of racial unrest periodi­ 
cally for more than two years 
The sweeping injunction was 
handed down by federal Judge 
J. Robert Elliott who prohibited 
the city from arresting Negroes 
for peaceful picketing in small 
numbers, gathering in front of 
the city hall in groups of rea­ 
sonable size and walking peace­ 
fully along public sidewalks. 
Elliott also enjoined the city 
from unreasonable denial of pa­ 
rade permits and said it my 
not prohibit such activties by 
arrest, threat of arrest, harass­ 
ment or intimidation by police. 
The injunction is the result of 
an appeal in a suit filed in 
1962 by King and Albany Ne­ 
groes. 
In other federal court actions, 
a judge and an attorney for a 
exchanged heated words Thurs­ 
day in Atlanta during a civil 
rights hearing. 
“You cannot ram this (civil 
rights law) down the throats of 
the people of the South.” attor­ 
ney William McRae told the 
court. 
“ You 
don’t 
speak 
for 
all 
Southern people and don’t use 
this court as a political soap­ 
box,” 
Appeals 
Judge 
Griffin 
Bell shot back. “If you want to 
make a speech go out on the 
sidewalk.” 
The exchange came during a 
hearing on a request by restau­ 
rant owner Lester Maddox that 
the court stay an injunction di­ 
recting him to integrate his res­ 
taurant. Maddox closed his res­ 
taurant rather than serve Ne­ 
groes 
and 
is 
sking 
the 
Su­ 
preme Court to rule on the con- 
stitutionlity of the civil rights 
law.

Jackson, Miss.: Forty-two Ne­ 
gro first graders applied Thurs­ 
day to attend previously all- 
white schools in a registration 
process free of incidents. It was 
the first move toward public 
school desegregation 
in Ja ck ­ 
son. 
Live Oak, F la.: Two Negro 
men and a young girl were 
held 
by 
police 
on 
an 
open 
charge today following an inte­ 
gration 
incident 
Thursday 
in 
which one of the Negroes al­ 
legedly waved a revolver at a 
crowd of whites after being re­ 
fused service at a restaurant. 
Chicago: Police removed all 
barricades and stationed only a 
token force last night in subur­ 
ban Dixmoor where rioting ear- 
lied in the week injured 60 per­ 
sons and resulted in the arrest 
of 80 others. 


U.N. Asks End 


To Blockade 
Congress Set For Recess 


NICOSIA, Cyprus (U PI)—The 
United Nations, anxious to pre-1 
serve the fragile peace on Cy­ 
prus, today tried to persuade 
President Makarios to honor an I 
agreement to lift an economic 
blockade against Turkish Cypri­ 
ot communities. 
Authoritative sources said, the 
bearded Greek Cypriot leader, 
who earlier promised to lift the 
food and water blockade, had 
reneged. 
They said that now he was 
demanding the reopening of the 
strategic road between Nicosia 
and Kyrenia as a precondition 
for ending the blockade. The 
road to the northern port is the 
last major portion of Cyprus 
still controlled by Turkish Cyp­ 
riots. 


WASHINGTON (U PI) —Con­ 
gress planned to recess today 
to allow Democrats to attend 
their national convention, but 
when legislators return in two 
weeks, they will face several 
pressing problems.
